JAIL-BREAKING 
CONSPIRATOR IS 


GIVEN TWO YEARS 


Roy 
Diamond 
Sent 
To Eastern Peniten­ 
tiary; Hartman 
Hearing De­ 
layed. 


Dissatisfaction with the first degree 
murder 
verdict 
returned 
against 
Philip A. Hartman was given by Roy 
Diamond, 22, of Annville, as one of 
the reasons he sent Hartman twelve 
hack saw blades, when the Annville 
youth was brought before Judge D. P. 
McPherson for .sentence this morning. 
The court paid scant attention to 
that reason, 
admonishing 
Diamond 
that it was not for him to say whether 
the verdict was justified, and 
sen­ 
tenced him to not less than one nor 
more than two years in the Eastern 
Penitentiary. 
Pleads Guilty 
Diamond entered a plea of guilty 
to a charge of conspiring in an a t­ 
tempt 
of Hartman to break from 
the Adams county jail. 
Diamond’s 
efforts, however, went for naught, his 
plan for smuggling the 
hack 
saw 
blades into the convicted 
murderer 
having gone amiss, by reason of the 
fact that Mrs. Steven Bordley, color­ 
ed, Race Horse alley, to whom tho 
saws were sent, was,instructed by her 
husband to turn over tho blades to 
Sheriff John C. Shoaler. 
Wearing the same sweater he wore 
when arrested and 
later arraigned 
Diamond, pallid o*f cheek, was brought 
into court with eleven other prisoners 
at this morning’s session. 
Several other prisoners were sen­ 
tenced before Diamond's 
case 
was 
called by District Attorney John P. 
Rutt. The prosecutor related in detail 
the facts in connection with Diamond’s 
frustrated efforts to secure the free­ 
dom of Hartman. 
Judge McPherson 
then hogan examining th© prisoner. 
Disliked Sentence 
Asked why he sent the hack saw 
blades. Diamond boldly replied: “ Be­ 
cause wo were boyhood chums, and h e ’ 
told mo not to fail him. I don’t think 
he should have been found guilty of 
first degree murder. It should have 
been second degree.” 
“And so you wanted Hartman to es­ 
cape because he should 
have been 
found guilty of murder in the second 
degree?” interrogated Judge McPher­ 
son. “Yes,” the prisoner answered. 
Sentence was then pronounced by 
Judge McPherson. To 
many court­ 
house attaches the sentence was con­ 
sidered stiffer than the Annville youth 
would receive, many expressing the 
belief that he would receive a sentence 
of not more than two years in the 
county jail. 
Before noon, the court was kept 
busy with the press of current busi­ 
ness and adjourned without reaching 
the point of a hearing on the motion 
for a new trial for Hartman, sched­ 
uled for today. George J. 
Benner, 
Hartman’s counsel, was in court ready 
to present his side of the case, while 
Prosecutor Butt and J. Donald Swope, 
who conducted the prosecution against 
Hart man, were ready to contend that 
a new trial was unnecessary.

HEALTH TALKS 


The health talk of the Pennsylvania 
Department of Health 
is 
prepared 
this week by Dr. Mary Riggs Noble, 
chief, Preschool section, 
Bureau of 
Child Health. 
Dr. Noble says: 
“What we must do before six. Not 
before six o’clock in the morning:, but 
before the sixth birthday! 
“From six minutes to six years,— 
that is the time to work to insure a 
good sound human being for life, and 
the wise ones tell us that if we have 
not done the right thing between 
those dates in a baby’s life we have 
lost out so seriously that it can never 
be completely made up.

“It seems strange not to be able to 
go in for reform in health habits later 
j on and recover all of the lost ground. 
“As we look about we see on all 
sides of us examples of ‘strong’ men 
land women who are ‘perfectly well,’

Look into that claim: 
‘perfectly well.' 
It will rarely bear 
scrutiny, The poor digestion, the bad 
heart, the ‘can’t stand much,’ the de- i 
ceiving over-weight come to the sur­ 
face when we probe n little and show j 
up the false claim to real health after 
a puny infancy and early childhood.) 
“Why not give our children today a I 
fair chance from the beginning and 


lay a good foundation for strength 
and robustness that lies in the six 
good health habits 
right 
feeding 
(plenty of milk, green vegetables well 
cooked, fresh fruit); right sleeping 
(enough hours and in 
fresh 
air); 
right bathing (full bath at least twice; 
a week); right clothing (always prop- ; 
cr material and amount); right exer­ 
cise (outdoors in plenty of sunshine);! 
right training (in 
personal 
habits, 
obedience and self-control). 
“Doctors’ and nurses’ advice can 1 
help many mothers. 
“Weighing and measuring give us a 
good guide as to the progress a child 
is making. 
Spare the measuring rod i 
and spoil the child!”
